Lately, however, a “popularised** book titled “Gods,. Craves, and Scholars 
(The Story of .Archaeology)* by C. V;, Ceram, has provided a relatively 
painless avenue of approach, The results arc somewhat surprising.

raen discussed in the book is Behlieoann, 


who 


discovered the site of Troy. 'Ibis was done by acceptin’ the “Iliad* as 
truth, and following directions given therein. freviously, the "Iliad* 
had been considered to Iso fiction, it should bo noted that Schlicmann 
was something of a prodigy, in two year!-; he learned six languages; he 
became a millionaire, and devotod his later years (1360 on) to digging,. 
This included work at tfyecnao and ’Hxyi.-s* In all cases, he reasoned in 
logical steps, basing his reasoning on knowledge of the ancient texts, 
of ancient customs, and of human capabilities (for instance; Achilles 
chased Hector three tines around the mils of Troy? this came to nine 


miles at tee site favored by Schlicraan-i, but would have been impossible 
at sites previously attributed. Gciiliorsann concluded that a nine-mile 


run “was not beyond the powers of -warriors caught up in the heat of a 
grudge fight".) 


"The story of Chanpollion, who deciphered tee trilingual Rosetta 
Stone (hieroglyphs, demotic script., and Greek) and opened tee way to the 
understanding of ancient Eigyptlan, is tee story of another prodigy. By 
the age of sixteen he had mastered half a dozen oriental languages, plus 
Latin .and Greek. This included Coptic , which he felt was closest to the 
original Egyptian., Champollion inrrersuel himself in Egyptology, trying 
to think and reason, like a member of team ancient and alien civilization. 
He became known as "the Egyptian", wore native clothes, and was, in short, 
somewhat of a maniac. Nevertheless (or perhaps because of this) he 
succeeded, in twelve years of v.cr.c, in completing tho deciphering of the 
Rosetta Stone. This task had been ait irked by dozens of men, without 
success. 


"It should be noted that Thomas Young, a naturalist unschooled in. 
philology, made some steps tevarde deciphering the stone. He progressed 
by sheer genius, ingenuity, sod arbraote:i.nary intuition. Even so, he 
was unequipped with the nocoov&ry keowlodpo, and foil short of con-pie to 
deciphering.
